HARD RuBBER TRUSSES.—Simp- 


INSURANCE MATTERs.—For the 
benefit and guidance of foreign In- 
suranee Companies doing business, or 
wishing to do business in this State, 
the Public Treasurer has published a 
circular embodying a construction of 
Section 25, Schedule B of the Reve- 
nue law as follows: 

Ist. Every Insurance Company 
wishing to do business in the State 
must appoint a General Agent, who 
shall be responsible to this Depart- 
ment for the taxes of his Company. 

2d. The General Agent must pro- 
cure license from the State Treasurer, 
showing to the Treasurer his appoint- 
ment as such General Agent under 
the seal of the Company. 

For the license he pays to the Treas- 
urer one-hundred dollars, 

The license must be renewed, and 
one hundred dollars paid, annually. 

3d. The counties cannot require any 
$100 or any round sum for license, 
but may impose a tax of one per cent. 
on gross receipts from the premiums 
charged for insurance therein. 

4th. Citiesand towns cannot levy 
any tax on Insurance Companies. 

5th. The General Agent must pay 
the State Treasurersemi-annually on 
the first day of July and January in 
each year, two per cent. on gross re- 
ceipts from premiums. e shall 
make a statement of such receipts 
under oath. 

6th. The General Agent must fur- 
nish each sub-agent a commission, 
authorizin him to do business. An 
one soliciting insurance without 
eqmmission, will be liable to indict- 
ment, and on conviction,a fine of not 
less than $1,000, and imprisonment 
not less than ninety days. 

7th. Hach sub-agent must make re- 
turn to the Register of Deeds of the 
county in which the insurance is ef- 
fected, of all the business done by 
him during the preceding six months, 
‘‘on the first days of July and Janu- 
ary,’’ and pay to the Sheriff the 
county tax assessed. 

Sth. The General Agent must re- 
turn to the Register of Deeds of each 
county on the above mentioned days, 
the amount of gross receipts from 
premiums received in such county. 

Yth. The General Agent is likewise 
liable for the county tax, if the sub- 
agent does not pay it. 

luth. In ease the returns required 
of the General Agent to be made to 
this office cannot be effected at the 
exact day mentioned in the law, the 
State Treasurer will not commence 
action for any penalty until after 
thirty days, but will insist on the 
penalties unless the whole matter is 
closed up and payment made by the 
first days of August and February. 

lith. The State Tax can be dimin- 
ished to one per cent. if the Company 
exhibits to the Governor, Auditor 
and Treasurer asworn statement of 
investments in real property situate 
in this State, or loans secured by 
mortgage to citizens of the State, of 

an amount equal to one-half of the 
gross receipts. 
PENALTIES. 

12th. For failure to make returns 
and payments as required, the Com- 
pany must pay $2,000. The General 
Agent is personally liable therefor. 

or such failure, the sub-agent shall 
pay $25 for each policy effected or 
negotiated. The punishment tor a 
local or sub-agent soliciting insur- 
ance without a commission from his 
principal is indicatd iu paragrapa 6th 
of this cireular. 

MEETING OF THE STATE BOARD OF 
IMMIGRATION.—In our recent allu- 
sion to the law establishinga Bureau 
of Immigration, Statistics and Agri- 
culture, in connection with the office 
of the Secretary of State, as required 
by the Constitution of the State, we 
made a misstatement as to the day of 
meeting. A meeting of the Board of 
Immigration has been called by the 
Secretary of State, who is ex-officio 
President of the Board, on the 12th 
inst., in the oftice of the Secretary of 
State. We republish the names of 
the members of the Board as named 
in the following section of the bill 
establishing the Bureau : 

Secrion 1. The General Assembly 
of North Carolina do enact, That the 
Secretary of State, the State Geologist, 
the Commissioners of linmigration, 
David G@. Worth, of New Hanover 
county, Henry Nutt, of New Han- 
over county, John B. Gretter, of 
Guilford county, R. R. Bridges, Presi- 
dent of the Wilmington and Weldon 
and Wilmington and Columbia and 
Augusta Railroads, Capt. 8. F.. Gray, 
of Craven county, Dr. W. J. Haw- 
kins, President of the Raleigh and 
Gaston and Raleigh and Augusta Air 
Line Raiiroads, EK. M. Holt, Esq., of 
Alamance county, Col. Wm. John- 
ston, of Mecklenburg county, and 
Col. Edwin J. Aston, of Buncombe 
county, shall constitute a Board of 
Immigration, &c. The Secretary of 
State, by virtue of his office, shall be 
President of said Board, with some 
member of the same as Secretary, to 
record their SS and to make 
a report to the General Assembly.

THE DAILY PREsSS—ITS POWER 
TO CENTRALIZE TRADE.—Scribner’s 
Monthly for March contains an inte- 
resting article, written by Dr. Hol- 
land, the editor, on ‘‘The Press.’”’ The 
value of a bright, active, enterprising 
daily press in giving impetus to the 
trade of a city is suggested and 
Springfield, Mass., is noted as an ex- 
ample. Wequote a portion of the 
article, and ask the attention of our 
readers, particularly ourown citizens, 
to the following extract : 

‘The power of the coy press to 
centralize trade, especially those 
branches of trade which are not de— 
pendent — facilities, natural or 
artificial, for shipping and carriage, 
has hardly been appreciated by the 

ublic. The grain produced by the 

estern States will. naturally seek 
the quickest and cheapest transport 
to the best shipping point, irrespec- 
tive of all other considerations. 

Great commercial centres are fixed 
by good harbors, easily accessible from 
landand sea. Butthere are multi- 
tudes of manufactures which may be, 
and are, carried on anywhere, with- 
out reference to the circumstances 
that fix the centres of commerce, 
and other things being equal, they 
seek centres of influence and adver- 
tising facilities. A bright, enter- 
prising, influential press, in any 
town, is a centralizing power for all 
these interests. The press advertises 
the locality—it is the exponent of its 
life and spirit—it is the centre of its 
moral, political, and social influence, 
and does more, perhaps, than any 
other agency to attract the organized 
industry of itsnear and remote neigh- 
borhood. 

‘The city of Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts, is, perhaps, as good an illus- 
tration of the power of a daily press 
to centralize trade and manufactures 
as any that the country offers. 
We wonder whether the residents of 
that city know how much they owe 
to their daily press for their constant- 
ly growing prosperity. For twenty- 
five years they have hada daily press 
whose enterprise, industry, intelli- 
gence and influence are believed to 
have been without precedent or par- 
aliel in the history of provincial 
newspapers throughout the world. 
We think, indeed, that this is but a 
just statement of the fact; and there 
is nothing in the location of the 
town and its relations tothe country 
to justify the supposition that it 
would have reached its present status 
through other causes. The town is 
known throughout tne whole country 
by its press, and that press has mag- 
nified its importance and influence 
everywhere. It has been a centre of 
intelligence and a centre of attrac- 
tion, and has done, in one sense, 
more than anything else to make the 
town what it is—one of the brightest 
und most enterprising towns in New 
England.’”’

THE memorial of the South Caro- 
lina Tax-Payers’ Convention was 
subsequently considered in the Leg- 
islature of that State, and if we can 
judge from the reports, it proved a 
firebrand to the thieves who have 
been plundering the State so effee- 
tively.

PETERSBURG is happy. On last 
Saturday the Virginia Legislature 
adopted the charter which was pray- 
el for by the good citizens of Peters- 
burg, in order to relieve them from 
the oppressive misrule of negro dom- 
ination which has retarded the pros- 
perity of that city since the late war.

him to consent to its withdrawal,but 
he would not. Then they approach- 
ed BOUTWELL upon whose fiat, it 
was supposed, the fate of Simmons 
depended and for a time he was de- 


fiant and refused. Finally, deluged

by telegrams from Boston and threat- 


sisted, he yielded and Boston was ju- 


bilant in the thought that SIMMONS | 
was lost. But alas forthe vanity of 


human wishes. Despite BoUTWELL’S 
defection, when ‘the vote was reach- 
ed, by a union of Democratic votes 
with those of the Republicans favor- 
ing him, Simmons was confirmed 
and is now Collector of the port of 
Boston, BouTWELL and Boston to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

What effect this confirmation, so 
obtained, will have,Zwe cannot say. 
We can see no good, however, to 
come to the Democracy of the old 
‘Bay State’’ unless the opposition 
to SIMMONS had some other founda- 
tion than the fact that he was the 
friend of BurLER. Certainly noth- 
ing is to be gained politically by an 
addition to his strength in the State. 
The South has had no more active 
and bitter enemy ; and, as is always 
the case with a renegade, the Demo- 
cratic party no more malignant wri- 
ter. 


THE bill reviving the franking 
priviledge has, we are glad to say, 
been defeated in the House of Repre- 
resentatives. While unquestionably 
servicable in many respects, when 
the frank of a Congressman was al- 
lowed to transport his wardrobe and 
family groceries it became a fraud 
which demanded abolishment. It was 
abolished and we trust no other effort 
will be made to revive it. Better the 
deprivation of the blessed privilege 
of reading the brilliant ‘and learned 
speeches of our Representatives than 
such abuse of the mail facilities of a 
burdensome government. 


A CHARLESTON telegram of the 
25th reported the death of the Rev. 
JOHN BACHMAN, D. D., L. L. D. Dr. 
BACHMAN was the venerated and be- 
loved pastor of the Lutheran Church 
of that city. He was distinguished 
as the co-laborer of AUDUBON and 
AGASSIZ and possessed great effic- 
iency in ornithology. He was born 
in Duchess county, New York, on 
the 4th of February, 1890. He was 
associated wtth AUDUCON in his sci- 
entific researches and in the prepara- 
tion of his celebrated work on the 
bride of America. He has been a 
constant and valued contributor to 
many of the leading and scientific 
periodicals of this country. In pri- 
vate life he was universally esteemed 
for his winning, genial manners as 
well as for those more substantial 
qualities, which cemmand the res- 
pect of men. 


THE Hon. B. H. has _ re- 
cently delivered a lecture before the 
Georgia Historical Society in which 
some statements were made which 
are valuable as contributions to his 
true worth. 

In thataddress Mr. HILL expressed 
the opinion that DAvis in the Cabi- 
net was the equal of LEE in the field. 
Speaking of the removal of General 
JOHNSON from the command of the 
Western army, for which Mr. Davis 
was held solely responsible and was 
greatly blamed, Mr. HILL says 
that the matter was long considered 
by the Cabinet and that Mr. Davis 
was the last to give his assent to the 
removal. He desired to retain Gen. 
JOHNSTON but reluctantly yielded 
to the pressure from outside sources 
brought to bear upon him. 


In speaking against the Senate bill 
for the appointment of a commission 
to consider the regulation of the al- 
coholic liquor traffic, Senator Schurz 
uttered some thoughts that bear di- 
rectly on the prevailing crusade 
against saloon keepers. To attempt 
to suppress intemperance by such 
means, he said, was beginning at the 
wrong end. The surest way to allure 
men from bad pleasures was to sub- 
stitute better ones for them. A last- 
ing reform could best be reached by 
the introduction among the people of 
wholesome social enjoyments. Mr. 
Schurz ridiculed the commission sug- 
gested. and proposed that Congress 
should extend its investigations to 
gambling, extravagance in dress, and 
the effect of the consumption of hot 
soda upon society. 


DyInG LYING.—Mary Costigan 
was murdered in Somers, Conn , last 
autumn. She was found with her 
throat cut, but she lived long enough 
to make asworn statement that her 
assailant was Frank Powers, a negro 
of the neighborhood. She told a eir- 
cumstantial story, and nobody doubt- 
ed the guilt of Powers, who was at 
once arrested. Subsequent revela- 
tions, however, showed that the real 
murderer was her husband, and that 
the wife died with perjury on her 
lips to shield him from punishment 
for his crime. His trial has just 
ended in his conviction of man- 
slaughter.— Albany Journal. 


In the Senate yesterday, Mr. Sum- 
ner made a long speech against a 
Centennial appropriation, and Mr. 
Frelinghuysen took strong ground on 
the other side. The apathy and in- 
difference with which the subject was 
regarded a few weeks ago seemsto be 
passing away, and, notwithstanding 
the determined opposition to an ap- 
propriation by Congress, it is by no 
means certain that the friends of the 
project will not be successful in their 
efforts to obtain one. The majority 
of our exchanges seem to be opposed 
to the international idea, and in favor 
of making it simply a national dis- 
play.— Washington Republican.

A portion of the nitrogen is present, as nitric 
acid. of which about 3 per ceut. wa- found. All the nitrogen present would be equivalent 
to about 3% per -ent.of ammonia.

MIDNIGHT DWPATCHES. 
FROM WASHINGTON. 


Provisions of Senator West’s Loyal 
Claims Bill—A Bloodless Mallee 
Waitte to be Inaugurated Thurse- 
day--Congressional News. 
WASHINGTON, March 2.—The bill 

introduced by Senator West for the 
settlement of loyal claims provides 
that the Court of Claims shall have 
sole jurisdiction of all claims against 
the United States brought by loyal 
persons for all classes of property de- 
stroyed, occupiec, used or taken by 
the army and navy of the United 
States for and in the service of the 
United States, also that all persons 
who have been restored in the rights 
of person or property, after participa- 
tion in the late rebellion, by reason 
of any amnesty proclamation or per- 
sonal pardons of the President, and 
who resumed their allegiance before 
the final ending of the war, 
shall be entitled to the benefit of 
the provisions of this bill. It also 
abolishes the Southern Claims Com- 
mission, and provides that all claims 
now pending and undetermined by 
said Commission, or before Quarte- 
master General, Commissary Gener- 
al, Third Auditor of the Treasury or 
other Executive departments of the 
government, shall be transferred for 
adjudication to the Court of Claims, 
which, afterrendering judgments on 
the same, are required to report them 
to Congress for its action thereon, 
although either the United States or 
the claimant can appeal for final re- 
view to the Supreme Court of the 
United States in all cases where the 
amount involved is over three thou- 
sand dollars; so that when the ac- 
tion of Congress is had upon the 
same the full equities and law of each 
claim shall be made up for its deter- 
mination. 

The bill furthermore provides for 
Commissioners to be appointed in 
each Judicial District in the United 
States by the Court of Claims. These 
Commissioners are empowered to 
summon witnesses, take testimony, 
employ stenographers and fully pre- 
pare each presentation to said Court. 
[The Government is to be represented 
by the respective district attorneys, 
and the orders of the Commissioners 
are to be enforced by the respective 
United States Marshals. The docket 
of each case is to be open to inspec- 
tion of the public when completed. 
Other detailed provisions guard the 
rights of the United States and 
claimants by prohibiting unnecessa- 
ry delay after the commencement of 
suit, and enforcing severe penalties 
forthe misconduct of Commission- 
ers. The costs and expenses in each 
ease are to be borne by the successful 
litigant. 

It is claimed that the enactment of 
this bill would save to the Govern- 
ment a vastsum of money annually 
ex pended in salaries of employees and 
other expenses in the various depart- 
ments engaged in examining and set- 
ting such claims, besides the great 
expenses to which claimants are now 
subjected in coming to Washington 
to prosecute their claims, wh'ch,under 
this bill, can virtually be prepared 
for determination in their respective 
judicial districts.

The latter bill provides that 
during any session of Congress, and 
for thirty days prior and subsequent 
thereto, all written and printed mat- 
ter sent to members, and all written 
and printed matter, and such other 
things as have been ordered by either 
House for distribution, shall go free 
of postage. The second section pro- 
vides that all newspapers regularly 
printed, and not advertising sheets 
simply, shall go free of postage 
through the mails in = the county 
where they are published, but shall 
not be delivered under the free de- 
livery system. ‘The third seetion 
= all postal matter to be pre- 
pale. 
Tyner, of Indiana, moved to sus- 
pend the rules and pass the bill au- 
thorizing weekly newspapers to be 
sent by mail within the county of 
their publication, and exchanges be- 
tween publishers, to be transmitted 
in the mails free of duty. The House 
refused to second the motion to sus- 
pend the rules by a vote of 61 to 95, 
and the bill was not read. 

Fort, of Illinois, made a like mo- 
tion in regard to a bill for the ecircu- 
lation, by the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, of books, seeds, cuttings, &c., 
and the House also refused to second 
it by a still larger majority.
